Holmes 
suffered little pain, and when the physician 
arrived he saw at once that tbore wns no 
hope and made the victim as comfortable 
as possible, Holmes* parents were notified 
by telephone of the accident and the party 
came to Antioeh and took the milk train, 
transferring to the fast train at Lake Villa 
and were met at the Chicago station by an

A device which will answer tho pur- 
poso of n fence machine Is made ns 
follows: Take pieces of 2x1 ft foot or 
so long, bore two small boles near the 
end of ench, put tho wires through 
these holes and fasten to post wboro 
you wish to begin. Then atrotch your 
wire and stnplo to post somo distance 
nbend, leaving tho staples loose 
enough so tho wiro will slip when It Is 
drawn tight. Lot eight or ten feat 'of 
wire extend beyond the post nnd to 
those fasten heavy weights to keep tho

Cottonseed as Fertilizer* 

Cottonseed meal Is used Quito exten- 
sively In some sections of the country 
as a fertilizer, A good grade meal will 
jnrry about 0.8 per cent nitrogen, 2.0 
per cent phosphoric acid and 1.8 per 
cent potash. Based upon the valua- 
tions that will be used by New Eng- 
land experiment stations In 1005 for 
computing tho vnlue of commercial 
fertilizers, n men! analyzing as above 
will be worth about $20 a ton as a 
fertilizer. Notwithstanding Its high 
value when used directly In this way 
it will usually bo found more econom- 
ical to use It as a food for stock and 
to apply the resulting manure to the 
land. When used thus, from eighty to 
ninety- live per cent of the nitrogen nnd 
phosphoric ncld and practically nil the 
potash -will be contained In the ma- 
nure.

Fall Mulclilii-* -tf Trcct. 

If it Is "thought necessary to apply 
mulch around the bnsc of trees or 
shrubs ns a winter protection care 
must bo used not to do tho work too 
soon, particularly If anything lu the 
nature of n fertilizer Is used, such as 
coarso Btab I o manure, for there Is al- 
ways danger of Inciting rcuowed 
growth In tho tree, just as It Is begin- 
ning to go to sleep for tho winter, and 
this growth, being extremely tender, 
"will be killed by tho Urst cold weather, 
probnbly with much injury to the tree. 
A better plan Is not to apply tho mulch 
until the ground freezes, applying 
more, if necessary, later on. 

By fur tho best plan of nil Is to uso 
earth with which to protect the roots 
of the tree or shrub during tho first 
cold dnys; put It on so vera 1 Inches 
thick for three feet nround tho tree. 
Later, If it gels too cold, a llttio coarso 
manuro may bo. put on over tho soil. 
By this plan tho tree or shrub will 
have full protection without danger of 
Inciting a lute growth. 



Plowing the Gardea. 

If the garden Is • thoroughly under- 
drained, as it alwayH should be, It 
should bo fall plowed In ridges and the 
surfaco left rough, so as to expose the 
soil ns much as possible to freezing. 
Tills is tUo.moro ncccBanry becnuBo tho 
garden Is . nlwuys n sheltered spot, 
where snow .Ilea much of tho whiter, 
bo Unit there nro few* times when the 
soil freozos vory deeply. Tbo garden 
Is always tho richest spot on tho farm. 
It often is heavy with manuro and 
needs the winter's freezing, to lighten 
tho soil and mako Its fertility more 
available.. 

Crono Without Irrigation,

Lnbor Disturbances Spread to M-my 
Factories and Itlotlnir Follows lu 
Huicovlte Cnpltnl-Aiiltatora Believe - 
They Havo Authorities at Their Blorcjr 

Confronted by a sltuntlon most cru- 
cial, the Czar's ministers, under tho 
leadership of Count WItte, spent all 
of Wcdncsrny In 
conferences lu tho 
hopo of Qndlrg 
somo way o*»e of 
the •c'rlBls Into 
which tho revolu- 
tionists nnd Uie so* 
I'lnllsts have cast 
Russia. 

Tho general 
strike on the rail- 
roads Is completo 
except lu a few 
border provinces, 
and St Petersburg, 
Moscow and other large ciUcs aro al- 
most as closely belengured ns If they 
wero Invested by besieging* •armies. 
Even the Czar In IiIb palace nt'Peter- 
hof Is cut off from train service nnd 
tho commerce of tho empire is par- 
alyzed. • 

At the same time the industrial 
strike has assumed large dimensions 
and tho turbulent elements In several 
localities nro offering open rcsbitnuce 
to Uie troops. 

An encounter took placo Wednesday 
evening between strikers and engine 
drivers who were preparing to tnko out 
trains. Revolver shots were exchang- 
ed, and a number of persons wero 
killed or wounded. The striking rail- 
road men arc being enforced by the 
workers In other bra riches. 

Hold Authorities Helples* 
With the railroads at a standstill 
and the wires inactive, the social dem- 
ocrats believe they have the govern- 
ment nt their mercy, since tho authori- 
ties aro unable to more troops to quell 
uprisings In the various cities and 
provinces, and, In fact, with tho malls 
and tho telegraph useless, no Informa- 
tion of even the most serious disorders 
coutd got out This situation Is ren- 
dered alt the more serious by reports 
of bloody collisions already reported 
from Ekatcrlnoslav and' other places, 
while a dangerous agrarian movement' 
has broken out In the government of 
Samara, ncross Uie Volga. Tho 
strength displayed by the social demo- 
crats has amazed tho outhorltles, who 
were taken quite ns much by surprise 
at the evidence of their power as they 
wero at tho Umo'of tho Gopou re- 
bellion. 

Famine already has reared n threat 
cnlng baud, as the relief work In tho' 
unfortunate districts has iiocn stopped 
through the rail rond strike. The price 
of food Is Incrcnslng rapidly even In 
St Petersburg, where meat wns one- 
third higher Wednesday, and the peo- 
ple ore alarmed.

Uon was shown when the special meet- 
ing of the committee of ministers was 
called late In tho afternoon under the 
presidency of Count WItte to consider 
the situation. The meeting was tho 
result of a request by Prince Dllkoff 
that tho council of the empire assem- 
ble under the presidency of the Czar 
himself to take action. , The Emperor 
approved tbo request but announced 
that ho bod chosen Count Wltto to 
preside. The ministers conUnued their- 
deliberations until long nfter midnight 

Prlnco mikoff believes that tho 
strike cannot be prolonged, ns the men . 
nro without funds. Besides this, he 
declares that It Is impossible for the 
men to realize their drenm of tying tip 
all the railroads simultaneously. With 
the assistance of tho railroad battal- 
ions some train b will be run, he says. 

Nevertheless tho leaders of tbo 400,- 
000 railway employes in tho emplro 
aro pinnnlng further trouble. They 
have nrrnnged n big meeting, when 
tho grievances of the men, who get an _ 
average wnpo of $140 a year, will 'be ' 
thoroughly gone over.

An effort will be made through Congress 
this winter to givo more stylo and splendor 
to our diplomatic establishments abroad. 
This is a move in a Rood direction. Per- 
haps a move in a better direction would be 
to abolish -them altogether, But diplo- 
macy is a rare old relic and we will per- 
haps have to wait for ages of evolution to 
get rid of it. It would appear to be of 
little use in these days of ocean cables and 
straightforward diplomacy such- as Huy, 
Bismarck and King Edward have used— a 
diplomacy which in brief was to say what 
you mean and mean what you say.

People in for- 
eign countries are even more disposed to 
estimate -by appearance than we are, and 
it is of real economic and moral import- 
ance that we shall make a good appearance 
at foreign courts. Of course, if wo can 
get multi-mi I tionalros like Whltelaw Roid 
nnd with his literary and intellectual en- 
dowments to represent us abroad, we will 
not suffer by any comparison, but the 
American ambassador dependent on bis 
salary alone, must live in a cheap house 
and wear his old clothes in Europe.

Where Licorice Grows. 
"I do not suppose there Is a child in 
this country,"' said the candy sales- 
man, "who doesn't know what 'lick- 
rlsh' Is, as they usually call It, though 
It Is spelled 'licorice,' and when It Is 
In tho stick form they love to Euck It 
and get as much of Us blackness on 
their faces as they can. They are 
fond of chawing the root, too, far it 
has a sweet and pleasant taste. But 
I fancy that few of them know whore 
It comes from and what it la. It comes 
from the couotrlea lying along the 
Mediterranean sea, and two million 
dollars worth of It are used annually 
In the United States, but not by the 
kids. Most of It goes Into chawing 
tobacco, though not a little Is used In 
various medicines. What we see in 
the raw, Is not a twig of a tree, na 
some suppose, but a root of a very 
pretty and dainty plant with green 
and silver leaves. Tho roots arc very 
largo and full of Juice when green, hut 
thoy shrivel up as we know, them, 
when they are dried for market 
Thoro are great licorice plantations In 
tho countries where it Is raised, and it 
Is a source of much revenue to the 
cultivators, Some effort has .been 
made to raise It la the south of Bag- 
land, where It la set out In rows, be- 
tween cabbages and potatoes. How- 
over, thoro Is more money In cabbages 
and potatoes, so far. I wouldn't he 
surprised If it could bo raised in cer- 
tain parte of the United States."— 
Montreal Herald.

Czar's Army in Revolt and Ready 
to Battle for Liberty.

Walter Scott, the mysterious miner 
from Death Valley, who made tho record- 
breaking trip from the coast to Chicago, 
was hurled from an automobile in which 
ho was making n fast run on a wnger 
In Los Angeles, mid sustained Injuries 
which, it is thought, will cause his death, 
Physicians say tho "speed mauiac's" 
hack is broken, 

Dr. An tot no Varlelo, the proprietor of 
tho International Polar Institute, which 
proposes to send a party of tho best- 
known scouts of the Klondike country on 
ou expedition to the north pole, 1ms 
reached Seattle from Dawson. Dr. Vari- 
cle snld ho' proposed lo leave Seattla 
next July, if the expedition could be or- 
ganized by that time. 

A railway accident resulting In tho 
loss of two lives occurred ou tho Cana- 
dian Pacific at Diuorwic, Man. A apo- 
dal Immigration train had stopped for 
water at Dlnorwic when a freight train 
from tho cast dashed into It, killing two 
women, injuring five other passengers 
and sotting the passenger coaches on 
fire. Three coaches were destroyed. 

First Lieut, George W. Braudlo of 
tho First United Stales infantry, station- 
ed at Fort Porter, X. Y., committed sui- 
cide In his room by shooting himself it) 
the loft breast with his revolver. He 
had been a sufferer from acute melan- 
cholia, brought on, It is said, by chronic 
gastritis, contracted when he was serv- 
ing in the Philippines from 1S00 to 1003. 
Santa Fo train No. 1 was wrecked 
four miles cast of Kansas City. Thirteen 
persons were killed and thirty-three In- 
jured, The wrecked train waa one of 
the heaviest and fastest in the service, 
"was composed of regular coaches, chair 
cars, tourist sleepers and Pullman Bloop- 
ers, Tho wreck occurred at what is 
known as Rock Creek, where tho Santa 
Fo tracks cross thosa of the Missouri 
Pacific on a trestle. It Is stated that the 
train was derailed by striking a broken 
rail and all tho cars went down the em- 
bankment. 

At the risk of his own life, 14-yenr- 
old Adolph Jacob-ton forced his way 
through n solid wall of flame, nnd, with 
s sheet tnken from their lx*d, lowered 
his two younger brothers to safety from 
a fire, in which Ida mother nnd baby sis- 
ter perished, nnd which destroyed their 
homo in Aurora, Nob. Simon Jacobson, 
the busbnnd nnd father, was severely 
burned in futile' effort* to save his wife. 
To reach and rescue his brothers, Adolph 
had to make his way up one flight of 
stairs when the house was a mass of 
flames. An attempt to start the kitchen 
fire with kerosene started the conflagra- 
tion.

With 
anarchy stalking from one end of t tu- 
la ml to the other, tho army of Russia 
Is beginning to align Itself on tho side 
or tho revolutionists. Officers of the 
Imperial Guard have offered to assist 
In overthrowing tho government. 
Where the troops of the empire re- 
main loyal they are being 111 ado tar- 
gets for the rides of the rebels. Scores 
of persons have fallen In encounters 
nt Odessa, Moscow, Tlflis, Klcff, Riga 
nnd other points. At the Inst named 
place Cossacks refused to fire on the 
crowds ami were arrested. It Is re- 1 
ported from Klcff that threo regiments | 
luivc mutinied, and tlinf three battal- 
ions of Infantry are preparing to re- 
volt. The inunclphil council nt M03- 
cow, where an Independent govern- 
ment wna set up Saturday, hna ad- 
dressed a formal demand to the Cinr 
for n constitution. The revolutionists 
are strongly barricaded and ready for 
more battle In tho ancient capital. 

Foreign residents, becoming nlarni- 
eil, appealed to the government nt 
Washington for permission to raise tho 
American flag over a vessel to servo 
as a refuge for Americans, The revo- 
lutionists cut all the telegraph wires 
and Russia Is now connected with the 
outer world by a single cable. The 
government telegraphers have struck, 
and soldiers are serving Jn their stead. 
All news from tho Interior Indicates 
that the onslaught against the govern- 
ment troops has begun. In almost ev- 
ery Instance tho battles were brought 
on by the revolutionists, reversing the 
order of recent days, when the troops 
and police took the Initiative. 

The present turmoils in Russia differ 
from the outbreaks of the past both 
In extent and lu character. The tele- 
grams arc a mass of shreds and 
patches of fact and rumor. The course 
of events Is extremely difficult to fol- 
low or forecast. And yet It seems 
possible to distinguish certain broad 
Hues of movement 

The upheaval seems to be national 
to an extent unknown before. All over 
European Russia railway traffic Is sus- 
pended and telegraphic com m tin lei t ton 
difficult or impossible. The water, 
lighting, and other public services of 
the great cities have ceased. Business 
on largo or wholesale lines Is appar- 
ently paralyzed. Only local retail hand 
to mouth trado seems to be going on. 
On Its side the government seems un- 
wontedly reluctant to resort fo down- 
right force for the restoration of nor- 
mnl conditions. The revolutionists seem 
Intent on letting the government act 
first, and the government seems uncer- 
tain how it can safely act. 

There are reports of at least the 
tentative establishment of n "provi- 
sional government" by the revolution- 
ists at Moscow— of an attempt at gov- 
ernment cither la organized opposi- 
tion to the Czar*s or in Its place. This 
may menu much or little, but from nil 
thesu circumstances one conclusion 
may be safely drawn. That Is that 
the present Russian uphonvnl Is not 
merely unorganized ami son tl mental 
dlsenntent, but lias within It definite 
Ideas of the things to be dono and how 
to do tii em.

Aa Impresitlou prevails that the com- 
ing meeting is one of tho National Fed- 
eration of Churches. This Is not so, ns 
the relation of that orgaulzatlon to the 
Interchurch conference on federation Is 
merely that, at the rcuueKt of one of the 
larger denominations; it issued the call 
for the conference, asking tho evangelical 
bodies,' those held to he In accord on 
tho fundamental basis for Christian 
Work, to nnaie delegates to a confer- 
ence at which methods in which these 
bodies might net in concert on lines held 
by them In common might be considered.

St. Petersburg up to Monday contin- 
ued outwardly calm, hut there was the 
most intense excitement beneath IhCRiir- 
fncc. The strike committee continued 
lo restrain the people from violence, this 
being considered t!io best means of at* 
tnlulng the cuds in view. The commit- 
teemen believe that the longer on open 
collision, which would force a show of 
hands, can be avoided the hotter their 
chances. The army, they Hay. Is being 
gradually won over to the people's cause. 
Only the Cossacks are absolutely faithful 
lo the existing re-rime. 

Tho news from the provinces indicates 
that the authorities arc getting control 
in some sections, but generally tho sltua- 
tlon'Is growing worse instead of Improv- 
ing. In many places the students nud 
strikers nro lighting the ** 111 nek Hun- 
dred," ns the bauds' of roughs nre term- 
ed. 

The demands of the people nre Increas- 
ing proportionately with the success of 
the demon stratioiH. The cry for a con- 
stituent assembly Is now almost univer- 
sal, but the "ttedn" declare that ever, 
that would not Hitlisfy the people, niid 
add that tl-cre "must be some lamp-post 
work." 

At Odessa thoro were persistent ru- 
mors In circulation Monday thai the 
crews of tho vessels composing the llhid; 
Ben fleet mutlulod on arriving at Sam* 
BUii, on the coast of Asia Minor, killed 
Admirals Illrilcu* ami Chouluiln nnd still- 
ed haeTt to Sehastopol nfter liblsttng tin* 
revolutionary .-flag.

In nn Imperial manifesto Monday 
night Emperor Xleholns surrendered 
nnd Count YVltlo came Into power as 
minister-president, with nn Imperial 
mnndato which will enable hi in to 
convert tho fnrclcul nation 11 1 assembly 
luto a renl legislative body elected by 
greatly extended suffrnge nud to con- 
fer upon tho people fuuda mental civil 
liberties, Including free speech. 

The conditions of the liJineriul man* 
date gntut to the people of Russia free- 
dom of the press, the right of assembly 
and tho Immunity of the person, lu- 
eluding the right uf habeas corpus. 

The municipal council, after reading 
tho Imperial manifesto nt its sitting 
Monday evening, dispntehed the fol- 
io wing telegram to the Emperor: 

•'Tho council welcomes with delight 
tho long -desired tidings of freedom, 
firmly relying on 11 bright future for 
our dear fatlierlnml, -Hurrali for the 
emperor of a free people." 

Text of i:iii-H:ror"n llkiixe. 

The following Is the text of the Im- 
perial manifesto Issued by the Czar: 

"We, Nicholas II., by the gracf of 
God emperor and autocrat of all tho 
Rusalns, grand duko of Fin lit ltd, etc., 
declare to all our faithful subjects 
that tho troubles and agitation In our 
capitals and lu numerous other places 
fill our heart with excessive pain aud 
sorrow. 

"The hnppluess of the Russian sover- 
eign Is lndlssolubly bound up with the 
happiness of our people, and tho sor- 
row of our peoplo Is the sorrow of the 
sovereign. 

"From the present disorders mny 
arise great national disruption. They 
nicnnco the Integrity nud unity- of our 
empire. 

"The supremo duly Imposed upon us 
by our sovereign olllcn requires us to 
effaco out-self nud to use nit the forco 
and reason at our coiumnudJLo-ba'sTbhi 
In securing the unltj-inKTcoordlnntlon 
of tho power of tho central govern- 
ment and to assure the success of the 
measures for pacification- in nil circles 
of public life, which nre essential to 
tho well being of our people. 

Direct* the Government. 

"Wo thoroforo direct our govern- 
ment to carry out our Inflexible will In 
tho following manner: ' 
" **1. To extend to the population tho 
immutable fomulntlons of civic liberty, 
based ou tho real Inviolability of per- 
son, freedom of consclcucu ; speech, 
union and association. 

"2. Without suspending Hie already 
ordered elections to the slate dduuin, 
to Invito to participation lu the doumn, 
so far as the limited time before tho 
convocation of the dounm will permit, 
those classes of tho population now 
completely deprived of electoral rights, 
leaving the ultimate development ol 
tho principle of the electoral right lu 
general to the newly established legis- 
lative order of tilings, 

"8. To establish as an unchange- 
able rule .that nu law shnll be onforco- 
nblo without tho approval of the state 
doumn, and that It shall be possible 
for tho elected of the people to exercise 
real participation in the supervision of 
j.b.0 legality of the acts of tho authori- 
ties appointed by us. 

"Wo appeal to all faithful sono of 
Russia to remember their duty toward 
the fathcrl nud, to aid lit term I un ting 
these unprecedented troubles nud to 
apply tholr forces, in eo-ope ration with 
vh, to tho restoration of. calm and 
peace upon our natal soil, 

"NIClIOr.AH." 
How the Kowk Is Received,

Chicago, from injuries sustained In fall- 
ing down a flight of stairs leading to her 
apartments, Tho death of Mrs. Rosa 
Shankl, 00 years old, who had shared 
her home and been her companion for n 
score of years, Is expected momentarily 
by her attending physicians, who say she 
will grlevo herself to death. Tho two 
women wero both born In tho little town 
of Borcn, Germany,* nnd after meeting 
In Chicago twenty years ago after their 
husbands died went to tho llttlo cottnga 
on Carpenter street, whero they lived un- 
til tho other day. The aged Mrs, Shankl 
says she will lenve for Germany after 
tlio funeral of her lifelong friend If death 
docs not stop her flight. 

After a separation of nearly forty-six 
years four sisters, daughters of an Illi- 
nois German pioneer, met tho other day 
at tho homo of John Strykcr, 2430 'North 
Ashland avenue, Chicago. All were 
married and their lives had been spent 
In different farming communities. At 
times ouo sister has visited another, but 
this was the first general gathering In 
nearly half n century. The sisters ore 
the children of Philip Gutzlcr, who was 
born In Alsace, and who settled In Deer- 
Hold In 18-10. Philip Guttler wns one 
of tha earliest farmers of Lake county, 
and ho succeeded la making a homo for 
his family after strenuous efforts. The 
women who met at* tlio Btryker homo 
are: Mrs, Elizabeth Stryker, 04 years 
old; Mrs. Mnry-JnqiiQt, 03 years old, 
living In Sterling; Mrs. Lydin" Hlmmel, 
widow of Bov. J. Hlmmel of the German 
Evangelical church, lives In Euglowood 
and U 01 years old; Mrs, Sarah- Spcol- 
mnn, Buonn Vista, Mlun,, 00 years oh). 

A decision nlfectlug every hunting and 
fishing club in tho Stnta nnd millions of 
dollars of property was handed down by 
tho Supremo Court In Springfield, which 
held that owners of submerged laud, 
oven when tho surfuco Is navigable, aro 
entitled to tho solo right and privilege 
of hunting and Ashing thorcon.

. JIAILWAY SALKS INTKnUItBAN. 

Stops Train nt Proposed Crossing, Then 
Sccnres an Injunction. 

A limited train south bound on the 
Wabash railroad prevented a gang of 
laborers from laying tho rails of tho In- 
tern rhan Electric lino ncross'the Wabash, 
'right of way nonr Litchfield by stopping 
at tho proposed crossing' and remaining 
an hour until relieved by a freight train. 
Two watchmen who. had attempted to 
prevent tho track laying were seized nnd 
hound by tho laborers previous to tho 
arrival of tho fnst train. Tho laborers 
had succeeded In laying rails across tho 
Burlington nnd Illinois Central tracks 
and were about to begin lay lag across the 
Wabash when the limited train prevent- 
ed. Judge Paul McWillianis was routed 
out of bed by Illinois Central representa- 
tives to Issue nn Injunction prohibiting 
the crossing of the Illinois Central track, 
Itii t before lie could Issue tho Injunction 
tho rails had been laid. Later the In- 
terJrban company secured two Injunc- 
tions preventing tho tearing up of Its 
rails from tho Illinois Central and Bur- 
lington tracks. Soon after tho Big Four 
nnd tlio Wabash roads each secured In- 
junctions forbidding tho Intcrurban com- 
pany from laying rails across their 
tracks. Tho Litchfield lino Is n link in 
tho trolley chain, now nearly completed 
from St. Louts to Bloomington. 



ILLINOIS GROWS LAltGKK. 

Given a BUce of Indiana by Action of 
River. 

Posey county, Indiana, has just lost 
1,100 moro acres to Illinois by n freak of 
the Wabash river. Tho strip of land, 
which has long been known as London 
Island,' has been annexed to Ulnots by 
tho action of tho water. Tho Island was 
formed many years ago by tho Black cut- 
off, a mile long, tho old river soma six 
or soven miles around having since prac- 
tically filled up and attached the land 
solidly to Illinois at tho north end. Tho 
satno thing Is slowly but surely happen- 
ing In tho river around Blbeyro Island 
cutting off 8,000 ncrcs; tho cut-off Is 
already tho real river, though tho old 
channel docs not. yet become quite dry 
at low water.

Presbyterians to Establish Headquar- 
ters for Students at Urlimin.

Copy of Records as Far Hack ns 1731 
Discovered in Illinois, 

The tnis(c«!s of tho Illinois State Ills* 
torlenl library have planned to make n 
systematic examination of tho nrchlves 
of the Slate fortlociiuieuls of nil hiudti 
which will throw light on tho early his- 
tory of I II I ii ids and linvo employed Mr. 
Alvord of the historical department of 
tlio University of Illinois to visit the old- 
er towns of tho Stnte for tills purpose. 
Already the search has been rewarded. 
In the oillco of tho Circuit Court of 
Belleville are Rovcrnl manuscripts of 
great interest to historical students, 
about which a report has nlrendy been 
prepared. 

Among these Is probably the oldest 
civil record of tho North west. It Is tho 
register of the clerk of tho EreneJi court 
of the district of the Illinois for the years 
17o7-17(10, in which were recorded dona- 
tions of property, whether made between 
tho living or by Inst will nnd testament. 
Tho French attempted to extend their 
entire system of govern incut and law to 
tho western wilds, and such records ns 
these wcro kept In the samo form and 
manner ns In tho city of Paris. Tho 
clerks wero trained notnrles and bnvo 
loft nn excellent exnmple of the notarial 
nrt as practiced In the eighteenth cen- 
tury. 

Tho first clerk, Jean Bnptlstc BortIoi« 
Bnrrfor, lived nt Knsknskla until 17CJ 
nnd then removed with the other mem- 
bers of the court to Fort Chart res, whero 
he continued to record donations in this 
register until 1757, when ho wns suc- 
ceeded by Joseph Lnbuxiero. Tlio lat- 
ter wns clerk of the court when tho ter- 
ritory was surrendered to tho English 
In 1705, nnd migrated with tho othci 
French otHctnln to St. Louis. 

In that city Lnbuxlcre continued to 
keep this register of tho court of tho 
Illinois until the Spanish took possession 
of the eastern bank of tho Mississippi in 
1770. Tho accident of hbj later return 
to tho American side of the river, bring- 
ing this document with him, Is tho ex- 
planation of Its presence In Belleville. 

More Important,- If not so old, are the 
records of tho period of Illinois history 
Immediately following tho conquest of 
tho country by George Rogers Clnrk In 
1778. In tho fall of that year Clnrk es- 
tablished courts, the members of which 
wcro elected by popular vote, nt tho thrco 
French villages of Knsknskln, Onhokln, 
and VIncenncs. This was the first popu- 
lar election held In the territory of the 
Northwest. Thero have been preserved 
In Belleville n fow mntllntcd records of 
tlio court which snt In Onhokln. It was 
composed of eight justices, with n presi- 
dent, the first beliyj Joseph Bowman. 
Weekly sessions wero held, nt which 
civil nnd criminal cases wero tried.

Charles Nickel, Mayor of Chenon, and 
one of the mast prominent citizens of 
McLean county, was wantonly murdered 
Saturday afternoon by his brother-Jn- 
hiw, William Led no, In the State Bank, 
of which Mr. Nickel was president. 
Hugh D. Jones, n bystander, was fatal* 
ly wounded while nttetuptlng to wrest 
tho revolver from tho hand- of the mur- 
derer, and W. Y. Uamsay, manager of 
tho Central Union Telephone Company, 
nnd It, J. Br win, a restaurant keeper, 
iccelved slight wounds during a. fusil- 
lade which Lcduc directed -nt the people 
who gathered lu front .of the bank. 

After he had killed Mayor Nickel and 
sent tho employes of tho bank panic 
stricken to the street, Leduc seized tho 
unconscious form of Jones and dragged 
it into the bank vault, pulling the door 
nearly shut nmt" defying an Infuriated 
crowd that quickly gathered with rifles 
and revolvers. 

With. the dying man beneath him, tho 
maniac, for no other theory but that 
of Insanity Is advanced In explanation 
of his actions, fired round after round 
from his two revolvers through the open- 
ing In the vault doorway la' reply to tho 
volleys directed at htm by his besiegers. 

Far over six Hours Leduc hold tho 
town at bny. The fumes of burning sul- 
phur failed to. dlslodgo hfm front Ida 
steel fortification. Chloroform and ether 
were employed with the object of stupe- 
fylng the murderer, but "without avail.

Better get one 
setting or strongly fertilized eggs than 
two settings of doubtful fertility.

Around a farm or large place tho 
moot a whistle Is quite necessary to 
call tho children home. The young 
folks will soon understand that throe 
short whistles, repeated twice, means 
to come home quickly— they are want- 
ed immediately. The sound H very 
penetrating nnd savca voice and good 
strength, 

DON'T PLANT TOO MUCH. 
At this season of the year If one 
will tako the trouble to travel omong 
fnrms nnd look Into the details of 
them, It will Teadlly bo seen that 
many farmers "bite off more than they 
can chew" In the planting line. It Is 
poor policy to plant more than can be 
properly cultivated or utilized no mat- 
ter what tho crop may be. , 

LIGHT AND SHADE EFFECTS. 

The power of leaves to evaporntr 
water Is regulated by their exposure 
to tho sun, Somo leaves on the sun- 
ny Bide of a tree transpire three times 
as much water a3 those on the shady 
side of the tree, whilo In somo varie- 
ties of trees, tho leaves on the sunny 
side transpire ten times as much as 
do tho leaves on the shady side. It Is 
easy, therefore, to understand how 
greatly tho trees need* tho sun.. The 
passage of tho water through the 
leaves, is nature's way of conveying 
plant food to the leaves, where it Is 
elaborated and prepared by being 
combined with tho carbon of the air 
for tho work of cell building. Othc» 
things being equal, wo find the tree 
growing more on the sunny sldo than 
on the shady side, as "the work of cell 
building Is facilitated b"y the action 
of heat and light. If a man desires 
a well formed shade tree, he must see 
that that tree stands alone, and that 
as much as possible It gets sunshine 
from ail sldos. Ho need not suppose 
that ho will get a symmetrical tree If 
he plants It so near to another tree 
that part of It Is always in the shade. 
A tree will develop Its branches on 
the aide where It gets. the light, and 
will develop hut llttlo on the side 
where it la shady. On the shady sldo 
the branches will be thin, and the 
general outline unsightly. In the north 
temperate zone, says tho Farmers' Re- 
view, n treo In the summer time, if 
comparatively Isolated, will receive 
the sun on all sides. In the early morn- 
ing- it receives the sun on the north 
and east sldos, la -the middle of the 
day, on the east, south nnd west sides, 
and late la tho day on tho west and 
noiith Bides. This Is nn admirable ar- 
rangement for the symmetrical devel- 
opment of tho tree. Man Interferes 
with. It when ho tries to put too many 
trees la a certain place.

bay, My tenant Informs mo It keeps 
hl3 milk, melons, cold meat, and, I 
ara sorry to sny, his boarders' beer, 
In good order without ice, The well 
flowa thousands of gallons In tho 
twenty-four hours, discharging tho 
water two feet above tho Burface, 
Tho layer of sntid from which tho 
water comes Is 250 feet from the sur- 
face.— A. P. Sharp, Baltimore, Mr.

A symmetrically developed hog la 
tho profitable porker, 

Tho bacon hog doesn't stay a ba- 
con hog very long on a corn diet. 

Seven or eight pigs to Che Utter Is 
the proper caper. If you will just save 
and raise them. 

PIg3 In clover Is a pretty good pro- 
position to tlo to, but alfalfa will 
discount It right along— try It. 

A runty pig may bo properly defined 
as one that eats Its head off about . 
three or four times In "one year. 

Tho hog pen Is the logical banking 
Institution on the farm, and tho farm- 
er can draw on his account any day 
In the year. 

Everlastingly at It Is the successful 
hogman's motto. You can't mako the 
most of tho pigs and slight them tor 
one single day. 

In handling poultry system counts' 
for much. Never trust to luck. Plan 
your work and then live up to the 
plans 3C5 days In the year. 

For variety In foodlng fowls give a 
little fresh meat. Onions are good for 
fowls' of any kind. During the winter 
when green food Is scarce, feed po- 
tatoes, cabbage* or beets. 

Convenience Bhould be one of the 
first thoughts when constructing .a 
poultry house. Everything should he 
arranged so as to allow Us work to 
be done in the shortest space of time. 

As a rule reasonably early shearing 
Is best for the sheep, but if sheared 
early they must be protected should 
a sudden change to -cold weather 
come, as Is sometimes tho case. 

When horses aro not thrifty It may 
be due to sameness of diet. 

If an animal gets out ofcondltlon, 
appears run down and does not relish. 
Its food, a little flaxseed boiled In oats 
and fed two quarts at a time for 
a few days, will soon glvo him a gool 
appetite. 

Look oout for vertigo, a disease of 
the brain. Tho flow's act as though 
Intoxicated, sometimes turning In a 
circle. The best treatment is nn ap- 
plication of Ice to the head; after- 
ward, -says a poultry authority, the 
bowels should be opened with either 
of tho following purgatives: Calomel, 
one and one-half grains,*!^ 
salts, thirty grains. Keep the -bird 
In a cool, quiet place.

HOW I VENTILATED MY DAIRY. 

Somo years ago when I got pos- 
session of tho farm I found a dairy 
house built four feet deep and eight 
feet square' with brick floor, which 
I thought would bo a good place for 
milk. 

It was cleaned out nicely nnd tho 
milk was placed In It, but with all my 
care tho milk would -soon bo clabber, 
and was often sour by dinner time, 
while my farmer*s share of tho milk 
would he sweet all day in a safe which 
was kept under a shady tree, although 
tho thermometer showed tho dairy 
was several dogroes coolor, 

I concIudedTtfio trouble waB owing 
to want of ventilation In tho pit to 
rid It of any add vapor which must ho 
tho causa of tho change mentioned, 
the acid neutralizing the soda or al- 
kali that holds the casein fn solution. 
To get rid of tho acid vapor was the 
question to solve, ns thero was no 
ventilation around tho milk, Because 
of tho mobllo nature of air I knew the 
slightest variation of temperature 
would ereato a circulation.' To get 
this I built nlongsldo ot.tho old dnlry 
a now ono, with two four-inch walls 
about Btx inch ob npart, giving a space 
around tho building, leaving an opou 
outlet Into tho brick trough connect- 
Inp; tho two, built on the floor, the
